It may indeed mean that, but that is no 
reason to put everything on cruise con- 
trol. Competition is good in politics. It 
forces candidates to define and focus their 
positions, and it makes them better public 
servants. 

Yes, public service, especially at the 
local level, has low levels of glamour and 
can have high levels of stress. Those who 
serve on committees and boards put in 
long hours trying to find solutions to stub- 
born problems, and frequently the thanks 
they get is to be harangued or trashed by 
those who have spent little or no time 
looking at all sides of the issue. 

Who needs that? 

Well, your town needs that. Andover is 
blessed with an abundance of talent and 
expertise in any number of areas. 

It takes special people, with special ded- 
ication. You have to care, not just about 
your Own neighborhood and issues, but 
those of the entire community.

Time to increase our attention span 


OK, class, today we’re going to 
talk about paying attention. Yes, 
we're all adults, and we all have 
marathon attention spans, unlike 
kids these days who have been 
taught by Sesame Street to tune out 
after 30 seconds unless the topic 
changes, but ... 

But, well, a couple of stories from 
the past week Suggest that perhaps 
we haven’t been paying attention 
quite as much as we should have — 
one from long ago and far away, back 
in the early 1980s, and one from more 
recently, just a year ago. 

Exhibit A? The NESWC contract. 

The NESWC story, of course, has- 
n't followed the script we were read 
in 1982 at all. By now, we and the 
other 22 communities in the consor- 
tium were supposed to be exchang- 
ing truckloads of trash for truck- 


loads of cash. The more we threw 
away, the more we’d make. 

That balloon had burst by the 
time the incinerator opened, but the 
other balloon — the bill — just keeps 
on inflating. 

Even in the face of that inflating 
balloon, however, it seems that it is 
difficult to maintain a sense of out- 
rage. 

Yeah, we all heard about the state 
Inspector General’s report on the 
NESWC contract, but that was last 
week. And it’s all about stuff that 
happened 15 and 20 years ago. What 
happened this week? 

Well, what happened this week is 
that you continued to pay for the 
mistakes made 15 and 20 years ago. 
Your tax dollars pay about $95 per 
ton — the most expensive premium 
in the state and about double the 
going rate — for you to put the trash 
out on the curb. 

Sure, it’s easy to forget about that 
when it is all lumped into a general 
tax bill. We grumble about it, but we 
do that more out of habit than from 
any sense of outrage about whether 
our money is being well spent in 
some areas but not in others. And 
then we move on to pay the electric 
bill and the insurance bill and the 


gas bill ... and we forget about it. 

Perhaps we wouldn’t if we had a 
little reminder each week, like hav- 
ing to run down to the store and pay 
10 bucks for every trash bag we used. 

But that’s not happening, at least 
not yet. And nobody is going to force 
you to read the IG’s report. But you 
Should. You should think about the 
promise, and then the reality. It’s up 
to you and your attention span. 

Pil give you the Sesame Street 
summary. 

The promise was that by 1990, 
Andover could throw away trash for 
free, and that by seven years from 
now, it would collect $75 for every 
ton brought to the incinerator. The 
reality is that during those years, the 
town’s bill has gone from more than 
$1 million to just over $2 million this 
year. 

Think about what that $13 mil- 
lion-plus could have done. Think 
about the teachers it could have 
hired, the improvements to down- 
town it could have funded, the youth 
center it could have built. 

And then read the report and real- 
ize that it didn’t have to happen this 
way. According to the IG, the trouble 
began way back in 1975, with a bid

New middle school? 
Not in my back yard 


Editor, Townsman: 


The construction of a new middle 
School in West Andover would be a mis- 


take. Here are some reasons why: 


In a recent issue of your paper, the 
West Andover property was described 
as a “spectacular” site (“Architect rec- 
ommends site for middle school,” 
Townsman, Dec. 18, 1997). It is! This 


land is used by the residents of the area 
for walking, hiking, snowshoeing, 
cross country skiing and for visual 
enjoyment. 

It is interesting to note that there 
was a lengthy article in this Same issue 
of the Townsman, expressing the con- 
cerns (outrage) of conservationists 
over whether or not a field should be 
mowed or left alone because of its 
impact on the bird population (“Mead- 
OW mowing splits preservationists, 
Townsman, Dec. 18, 1997). We are talk- 
ing about a lot more than mowing a 
field here. The destruction of a beauti- 
ful natural forest, linked to other con- 
servation land in the area, will have a 

tic environmental impact on this 
area of town. 

In the last two years, there was a 
committee that looked into whether we 
should build a new middle school or 
build additions to some of our other 
Schools. One of the main reasons given 
for the construction of a new school 
was the monetary Savings. We were 
told that our town would be able save a 
few million dollars by constructing a 
brand new school. 

But we are being penny wise and 
pound foolish. We were told that the 
yearly recurring costs of a new school 
would be approximately $400,000. If this 
is true, then we are not saving any 

money by building a new school. Let’s 
look at the cost over the next 25 years, 
That would add $10 million to the cost 
of this building, making it more expen- 
Sive than the other options considered. 

I also believe that the $400,000-per- 
year estimate is too low. There are 
numerous additional costs that would 
not accrue if we made additions to 
existing schools. When you consider 
the yearly cost of a new principal, vice- 
principal, secretaries, custodians, addi- 
tional extra staff — teachers, coaches, 
stipend positions, maintenance of the 
physical plant, road maintenance and 
plowing by the town, maintenance of 
fields — these are just some of the 
recurring costs that will be realized 
with the construction of a new school. 
A recent Townsman article stated that 
the sewer hookup for the proposed 
School will be more than the $3 million 
originally proposed. 

What about sidewalks? Students 
who will have to walk to the school on 
High Plain Road, Forest Hills Drive, 
Cross Street and River Road will be in 
danger unless sidewalks are construct- 
ed. How many millions wil] that cost? 

Why haven’t town officials 
addressed this issue? Have they even 


thought of it? Has a Study been done to 
determine the feasibility and neighbor- 
hood impact of having a school accessi- 
ble by only two streets — High Plain 
Road and Cross Street? Would it sur- 
prise anyone in this town to see a 
future headline that reads, "Common- 
wealth refuses to allow new $35-million 
School to open in Andover, until $6 mil- 
lion in road improvements are com- 
pleted"? 

A more realistic figure for addition- 
al costs may be closer to $1 million per 
year. Over 25 years, that makes this a 
$60,000,000 school, twice as expensive 
as building additions. Finally, many 
people forget that the Override that 
resulted in the high school debacle also 
included millions for remodeling at 
some elementary schools. This money 
was supposed to help alleviate future 
overcrowding problems. What hap- 
pened? 


I live on Cross Street. This school 
would destroy the neighborhood. The 
character of this quiet, almost rural 
area would be forever changed. Hun- 
dreds of cars, buses and trucks would 
be on the few small Streets and roads all 
day. The only access to the school will 
be from Cross Street and High Plain 
Road. The traffic will be unbearable. It 
is also unsafe. Students walking and 
crossing on these streets will be in dan- 
ger. High Plain is a pretty high-speed 
road. How will two buses Pass each 
other on lower Cross Street? It is diffi- 
cult in the best of times — impossible 
with snow. Will they make the street 
one-way? Do the residents have a right 
to know this? More importantly, is the 
“gang that couldn’t build straight” 
even thinking about these issues? 

I ask people in town to come to West 
Andover and see for themselves. Drive 
west on High Plain Road and see the 
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Cars going 50 mph as they approach the 
leaf compost area. Notice how you can’t 
see cars turning out of the leaf compost 
area because it is hidden as you 
approach the top of the hill. This is a 
dangerous place, and with the 
increased traffic a school will bring, 
could be potentially deadly. 

Head east on High Plain Road from 
Haggetts Pond Road. How many one- 
car and multiple-car accidents have 
been caused by the blinding sun as it 
rises in the east? Once there is snow on 
the ground, check out the chronic ice 
buildup that lasts for months as you 
head down the hill past the leaf drop off 
area. Remember to slow down when 
you get to the dangerous S curve at the 
bottom of the hill. : 

We'll only have to worry about acci- 
dents there if this spot doesn’t go 
underwater, like it did during heavy 
rains two years ago, Closing the road 
for almost a week. There are some 
other problem S turns, heading down to 
the lower part of Cross Street (two 
buses will never make it here), and up 
High Plain Road near Penni Lane. 

There are many good people who 
have spent countless hours on the mid- 
dle school project. I admire them and 
mean them no animosity. But they 
have made a mistake in selecting the 
Cross Street site. Like the Andover 
High School project, there are many 
things that are not being taken into 
consideration. We do not need another 
disastrous project. 

I lack confidence in the ability of 
those responsible to accomplish any 
major building project. Will the same 
people who brought us the high school 
Project be handling the middle school 
Project? Has one person involved in the 
high school project ever been demoted, 
denied a pay raise or let go as a result of 
the high school mess? Wil] there be any 
accountability for the next project? 

In a related matter, have school offi- 
Cials considered the need for a middle 
school, if the proposed charter school is 

icensed by the Commonwealth? There 
are many questions that need answers, 
not the least of which is: Would the tax- 
payers of Andover, after voting for the 
high school override and living 
through it, consider another major con- 
struction project, no matter how per- 
fect or flawed, if it results in ever- 
greater tax assessments and the risk of 
another bungled project? I hope some 
answers are forthcoming.

O’Brien defends 


Electricity consumers may be won- 
dering if the guaranteed rate cut they 
were told about last year is really a 
guarantee, if it contains an escape 
clause. 

The promise, from legislators, was 
that a bill to deregulate electric utili- 
ties would mean an immediate cut of 
at least 10 percent in consumers’ elec- 
tric bills, plus another 5-percent cut 
about 18 months later. 

But a provision in the bill, which 
was backed by the utilities, provides 
another guarantee that didn’t get 
quite as much publicity: a guaranteed 
profit margin of 6 percent for the 
State’s three largest utilities, for the 
next seven years. 

If the utilities don’t make at least 
that much profit, they can recover the 
difference from customers, which 
might mean that while the consumer 
will be able to buy power at what 
looks like a discount, another portion 
of the bill will offset the promised sav- 
ings. 

Both utility officials and legisla- 
tors say they believe a scenario that 
would kick in that provision is 
“unlikely,” but consumers could be 
forgiven for being a bit dubious about 
just how unlikely. 

In the wake of a recent scathing 
report by the state Inspector General 
on the NESWC contract, which 20 
years ago promised disappearing dis- 
posal rates and even a stream of 
income to participating communities, 
and then delivered the highest dispos- 
al rates in the State, local residents 
may be wondering if this is a bit of 
deja vu all over again. 

Indeed, last November, when the 
bill was being debated, a major con- 
sumer coalition opposed the bill, 
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O’Brien — still a good bill. 


declaring it was filled with loopholes 
to benefit the large utilities (“Electric 
deregulation — help or hype?” Towns- 
man, Nov. 6, 1997). 

“There are a whole set of condi- 
tions — things like hardship, or an 
increase in fuel prices — that ‘reopen’ 
the rate structure,” said Rob Sargent, 
legislative director for MassPIRG 
(Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group), at the time. 

A coalition now seeking to repeal 
the bill, set to take effect March 1, 
now calls the 10-percent Savings 
promise an “illusion.” 

But state Senator John O’Brien, 
who co-chaired the Special Commit- 
tee on Utility Restructuring — the 
committee that helped draft the lan- 
guage of the bill — says this is not a 
case of NESWC-like deja pu. 

“First, this wasn’t a ‘little-known’ 
provision of the bill, as some have 
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deregulation bill 


said,” he says. “It was very upfront.” 

Second, O’Brien notes that the pro- 
vision lasts for only the next seven 
years, so it doesn’t lock consumers 
into ever-escalating rates with no pos- 
sibility of escape. 

Third, the consumer choice built 
into the bill means nobody is locked 
into anything anyway, he says. The 


“competition” portion of the bill 


means consumers can shop for a 
power supplier, much as they now do 
for long-distance telephone service. 

While the so-called “standard 
offer,” for those who choose to stay 
with their current utility, is expected 
to provide a 10-percent decrease, 
there is nothing that requires con- 
sumers to stay with them. 

“We want people to look around, to 
get off the standard offer,” O’Brien 
Says, adding that it will not bother 
him at all if the major utilities don’t 
offer the best deal, “because then, 
we'd just be creating a whole new 
monopoly.” 

Finally, he says the utilities do 
need something of a safety net for the 
next several years, because they will 
continue to provide the transmission 
network for electric power. 

“We're talking about our wires and 
poles,” he says, “and we can’t put the 
companies in a financial position that 
would jeopardize that system.” 

In general, he says what others call 
loopholes are simply an effort to 
smooth the transition from a regulat- 
ed industry to a competitive one. 

“T've looked at a number of deregu- 
lation bills in other States,” he says, 
“and I really think we have a good 
one.” ; oe

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to mind. Marcelle Farrington 
was editor for only a few years. 
When selected, she had been a 
resident of the town long enough 
to raise two sons through the pri- 
mary grades.

On this 
account, perhaps it was a tough 
decision for the owners to have 
to go out-of-town for a new edi- 
tor.

process based on smoke and mir- 
rors. 

Specifically, “key business 
terms of the NESWC project had 
not yet been established (so) the 
price proposals generated ... 
were not reliable.” 

That’s a massive understate- 
ment, of course, since we know 
now just how unreliable they 
were. 

The litany goes on. 

- The state was a heavy-hand- 
ed Big Brother, essentially forc- 
ing the NESWC contract on area 
communities. It assured commu- 
nities that the contract provided 
“guaranteed” energy markets, 
revenue sharing and low dispos- 
al fees. And if communities hesi- 
tated or seemed reluctant, there 
were dire warnings about what 
would happen if they didn’t get 
with the program. 

¢ The project carried “enor- 
mous financial risks.” Nearly all 
those risks were placed on the 
communities, and almost none 
on the contractor. 

¢ Communities were told that 
variables, such as environmen- 
tal laws and energy prices, 
would have “minimal” impact 
on tipping fees and other costs. 

* There was no meaningful 
competition for selecting a con- 
sulting engineer to oversee con- 
struction of the incinerator, and 
now there are questions about 
the quality of that construction. 

¢ The contract contains a 
“guaranteed annual tonnage” 
provision — a huge disincentive 
to recycle. 

The list goes on even longer, 
but the point should be clear. 
Those in charge weren’t acting 
in the best interests of residents, 
and residents apparently 
weren’t paying much attention. 


Then there is Exhibit B: 
The proposed new middle 
school. 

In this case, not much has 
been done yet. But the initial evi- 
dence of community awareness 
is not terribly encouraging. 

After a meeting last week, at 
which school officials unani- 
mously confirmed what they 
have been saying for more than 
a year, a number of spectators 
complained that many residents, 
even some of those from the 
neighborhood where the school 
is planned, weren’t aware of it. 

I pulled out some editions of 
the Townsman from a year ago. 

There on page 1 of the Janu- 
ary 9, 1997 edition was a front- 
page headline about the pro- 
posed new middle school, com- 
plete with details about grade 
composition and proposed sites. 
Those headlines and stories con- 
tinued through Town Meeting — 
when voters approved initial 
funding for a school that the 
administration made clear 
would probably include grades 5- 
8 — and beyond. 

The School Committee has 
held a number of meetings seek- 
ing input on the proposed new 
school. 

Surely the process of making 
major decision about public edu- 
cation should be open to all. But 
it looks, from the record, like it 
has been pretty open. 

It's just that not too many 
people have been paying atten- 
tion. 

There is still time, in this 
case, to get involved. But it 
requires a bit of initiative on 
our parts. It’s not the job of the 
School Committee to knock on 
everybody’s doors. 

It also requires dedication, 
study, and an attention span 
longer than what you need to get 
through an episode of Sesame 
Street.

Some projects may have to be 
delayed to serve the best overall interest, 
though that may be painful to some. 

At this time the town is proceeding with 
planning and development efforts on a new 
middle school, a senior center and a safety 
center.

“During a soccer game,” she recounted, “a 
couple of boys were making fun of me, just 
because of my religion.” One boy then made a 
cruel joke directed at her, referring to the 
Holocaust. 

One last memorable conversation we 
heard involved a Chinese girl. She talked 
about how, on her bus, children sat in racial 


cliques. The blacks sat in the front of the bus, 
the whites sat in the middle and the Chinese 
sat in the back. She said that if you sat in 
another group’s area, you could be teased, 
ostracized — or sometimes even injured. 
Scary! 

Other guests included musical groups 
Blessed Union of Souls, Voices ’N’ Blue, and 
the Lawrence Girls Ensemble. 

All in all, it was a day of harmony worth 
remembering.

To make matters worse, 
the projections in the CIP do 
not include the cost of the new 
middle school Andover is 
planning to build. As Schroed- 
er notes in an understated 
way, that’s “one of those 
things that will make you 
tighten your belt more.” 

If no item in the CIP is 
approved, there will be 
enough revenue for a 5.1 per- 
cent increase in FY 2000, but 
this is still lower than has 
been seen recently. 

In three of the last four fis- 
cal years the budget has 
increased close to 6 percent. 
For fiscal year 1997 the 
increase was 6.46 percent, and 
although in FY 96 there was a 
bump of only 3.1 percent, the 
two previous years, FY 1995 
and 1994, saw increases of 5.87 
and 5.92 percent, respectively. 

The CIP for fiscal year 1999 
alone includes $17.9 million 
for several large projects. 
Sewer extensions, road and 
water improvements, land 
acquisition, design money for 
schools and other public 
buildings, and vehicle pur- 
chases are just some of the 
items included in the CIP for 
next year. About $633,000 is 
set aside to finish postponed 
construction at Andover High 
School.

Water supply fears sink day care center

Wetlands boundaries may have sunk a 
day care center plan proposed for Lowell 
Road. 

That is the reason given for a Zoning 
Board of Appeals denial of Walker Realty of 
Westford petition for a variance to build 
within 50 feet of the watershed protection 
overlay district. 

Attorney Mark Johnson, representing 
Walker Realty, says he will wait for the zon- 
ing board’s official written decision on the 
vote before considering the future of the pro- 
ject. 

The vote was 5-0 to deny a variance that 
would allow the group to build their pro- 
posed “Next Generation Day Care Center” on 
Lowell Street (Route 133) near the junction of 
Route 93, because the building would sit 
within 50 feet of the town’s water supply. 

Zoning Board Chairman Daniel Casper 
declined to comment on the vote before he 
determines the formal wording of the deci- 
sion. 

The board did approve a variance on the 
same project to allow the proposed 16,160 
square foot building in an area zoned for 

buildings of 3,000 square feet or less, but the 


project as planned cannot go forward 
because the watershed variance was denied, 
Casper says. 

Board member David Brown says he was 
most concerned about the project’s close 
proximity to Haggetts Pond, the town’s water 
supply. 

Resident Saul Birnbach, who attended the 
board’s first hearing on the project, says he 
too was concerned about watershed contami- 
nation, but felt the board heard his concerns 
at the hearing. 

Resident Ken Gibson of Lowell Road says 
the traffic on Routes 133 at the Route 93 inter- 
section makes the thought of having nearly 
200 children chauffeured in and out of a day 
care center there seem “frightening.” 

Gibson’s daughter waits for the school bus 
on Lowell Street, and every day she is picked 
up her bus driver puts out the vehicle’s stop 
sign. 

“And every day, somebody passes (the 
school bus), if you can believe that,” he says. 

“All people are thinking about at that time 
is getting to work.

Seifert: still sanc

Running the Andover schools for 22 
years must certainly have had its stress- 
ful moments for former superintendent 
Ken Seifert. 

But it’s hard to believe they could 
have been as tough as what he faces now, 
as interim superintendent in Lawrence, 
from the state Board of Education. 

Seifert, hired last July to run the 
Lawrence schools amid the suspension 
and later firing of then-superintendent 
James Scully for mismanagement, has 
been a frequent target of the acid- 
tongued chairman of the Board of Edu- 
cation, John Silber. 

And this week was no exception. With 
the state threatening to put the 
Lawrence schools into receivership if 
the city doesn’t agree to give the state 
oversight over the selection of a new, 
permanent superintendent, other 
administrators and of school finances, 
Silber used the selection of Seifert as an 
example of what was still wrong with the 
system. 

If Lawrence officials want control of 
the schools, “all (they) have to do is find 
a superintendent who is outstanding,” 
Silber said Monday. “But I’m not sure 
they have the will or taste to do that.” 

He wasn’t done either. “We told them 
we had no confidence in Seifert’s ability 
to make a difference,” Silber said later, 
saying that hiring Seifert was “mis- 
spending precious school resources.” 

But Seifert has developed a pretty 
thick skin over several decades in school 
administration. In response to those crit- 
icisms plus accusations from the state 
that while Seifert was brought in to clean 
up Scully’s mess, he instead served as a 
Scully clone, Seifert remembers advice 
his father once gave him. 

“Tf they don’t know who they’re talk- 
ing about, don’t worry 
about them.’ So that 
doesn’t bother me.

“In Andover, you had parents coming 
out of the woodwork. The volunteerism 
is incredible, but any kind of input is a 
positive. It keeps you on your toes,” he 
says. 

In Lawrence, by contrast, it is state 
Officials who have been keeping Seifert 
on his toes as he attempts to revive a sys- 
tem accused of misspending millions of 
school funds and a high school that lost 
its accreditation in March 1997. 

Since his interim appointment, 
Seifert was hired onto a one-year $130,000 
contract in October 1997, a deal Silber 
urged the School Committee to cut short, 
because he believes the money could be 
better spent on educational programs. 

Lawrence’s newly-elected Mayor 
Patricia Dowling, who also chairs the 
School Committee, and state Education 
Commissioner Robert V. Antonucci are 
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“Lawrence hit bottom when the - 
Malden Mills burned down, but it saw a 
rebirth. People pulled together. And it’s 
not perfect, but they’re trying. Lawrence 
must become a modern-day city,” Seifert 
says. 

The exodus of the upper-middle class 
from Lawrence and the influx of minori- 
ties who now make up more than 80 per- 
cent of residents is something Andover 
has never experienced, Seifert says. 

“Where would you be as a community 
if that happened to you?” he asks. 

Running a school system that faces 
urban rather than suburban struggles, 
Seifert says the biggest challenge is plow- 
ing through the stereotypes. 

“There is this idea that all people want 
is charity, but what they really want is a 
fair chance,” he says. “And its not true 
that immigrants don’t want to learn Eng- 
lish.” 

As superintendent, Seifert has faced 
the urban and suburban struggles on 
various levels. 

In 1969, he left the Las Vegas school 
system of 69,000 students facing a build- 
ing plan that included six elementary 
schools, two junior high schools and a 
new high school. He arrived in Andover, 
where the community was upset to dis- ' 
cover a need for portable classrooms at 
one school after renovation of another. 

The problems, of course, are all rela- 
tive, Seifert says, but the lives of Andover

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and Lawrence students remain vastly dif- 
ferent. 

“There’s a significantly different 
frame of reference. What I do appreciate 
are the people who understand the dif- 
ference. Lawrence students are worried 
about survival — getting home at the end 
of the day,” he says. 

While the message from Lawrence 
parents to their school system is “I’d like 
my kid to go to college,” the question 
from Andover parents is “which col- 
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Seifert ... 


lege?” Seifert says. 

Born and raised in Buffalo, N.Y., 
Seifert says he never learned what an 
“exquisite school could really be,” until 
he studied education at Cornell Univer- 
sity. 

So why the move to Lawrence, after 
retiring from Andover? 

“I figured 22 years waS enough,” he 
says with a smile and added that he was 
solicited for the job by Lawrence School 
Committee members. 

He doesn’t envision another superin- 
tendent’s job in his future, but plans to 
do some educational consulting, he says. 

As for the threat of state takeover in 
Lawrence, he believes a compromise will 


be reached when city and school officials 
sit down and work it out with the state 
Board of Education. 

During his tenure as superintendent, 
Seifert says much valuable time was lost. 

“We spent six or seven months not 
communicating,” he says, but spoke 
well of relations with the School Com- 
mittee. 

“Every committee goes through a 
period without consensus, but there has 
been no severe micro-management. 
There’s kind of a mutual understanding 
to make the best of a temporary situa- 
tion,” he says. 

Does he miss the Andover schools? 
Seifert says he misses the dedicated fac-

ulty and parents, and was disappointed 
at the fate of the Collins Center for the 
Performing Arts, but is hopeful that it 
could be run to its full potential by the 
right people. 

While he declined to comment on 
issues facing the Andover schools today, 
such as the superintendent’s search or 
the recent scheduling problems at the 
high school, he commended the school 
system and the town for keeping up 
what he considers the best public 
library for its size in the country. 

“I never went out of there without 
some information. That’s the test of a 
good library,” he says.

It was a spectacular week of major 
athletic accomplishments for Andover

Installing herself as one of the 
favorites to win a state title in the high 
hurdles late next month, Contos recent- 
ly tied the existing Merrimack Valley 
Conference record of 7.1 seconds in the 
50-yard hurdles during a dual meet 
against Billerica.

How important are grandparents in 
today’s complex society? 

Very important, according to T. 
Berry Brazelton, a noted pediatrician 
and author of many books on family 
and child development. 

Brazelton, who chairs the Pampers 
Parenting Institute, a one-stop resource 
center for parents of children from 
newborn to age 3, is adamant about the 
essential role of grandparents in 
today’s society. 

“Your active participation instills a 
sense of family and continuity that 
adds to your grandchildren’s feelings 
of belonging and security,” he says. 

That’s important news since an esti- 
mated 1.3 million children are entrust- 
ed to their grandparents every day and 
another 2.4 million children live in 
households headed by a grandparent, 
according to U.S. Census Bureau esti- 
mates. 

The Pampers Parenting Institute 
recently commissioned a national sur- 
vey Of grandparents in which almost 
half of those surveyed said they see 
their grandchildren at least once a 
week. Just over half (51 percent) said 
the best thing about being a grandpar-

Babies and buckets 


urning your back on a child 
and a five-gallon bucket with 
liquid in it is as dangerous as 
leaving a baby alone in a bath- 
tub or by a swimming pool, warns the 
Plastic Shipping Container Institute. 
Top-heavy toddlers’ newfound abili- 
ty to crawl and walk, combined with 
their desire to explore and test their 
limits, puts them at risk of toppling 
into a bucket and drowning, according 
to child development experts. 


In the time that it takes a parent or 
Caregiver to answer the phone or go to 
the door, a child can lean over a buck- 
et, fall in headfirst and quickly drown. 
Because babies have not yet developed 
motor skills or upper body strength, 
they cannot pull themselves out of a 
bucket. 

While no child should be left 
unwatched with a bucket, incidents 
most often have involved toddlers 
between eight and 24 months, with a 
higher rate among boys than girls.

* Never leave the room or turn your 
back on a baby and bucket, not even 
for a few seconds. 

- Always empty buckets immediate- 
ly after use. Store bottom side up, out 
of children’s reach. 

* Alert caregivers and other family 
members to follow these procedures.

Long, cold days don’t have to mean more television 
time for kids than usual. Read books instead.

Us 8 am. and the two young 
Waller boys are dressed, have 
brushed their teeth, combed their 
hair and finished breakfast. 

Their morning routine is completed 
by 8 a.m. so they are anxiously sitting 
on the couch waiting for the PBS show 
“Arthur” to begin. As long as those 
morning chores get done on time. 
scott, 5% and Mark, 4, get their daily 
dose of television. It’s just 30 minutes 
cach weekday morning and that’s plen- 
ty, according to their mother. 

Helen Waller keeps close tabs on the 
family clicker and simply does not 
allow her sons to spend lots of time 
watching television. Even these cold. 
dark January days when many parents 
are Clicking on the television to restore 
some order in a noisy house, Mrs. 
Waller will not break down and turn on 
the television more often. 

“We just don’t do it,” said the 31- 
year-old former teacher who is now a 
stay-at-home Mom. 

“We're busy with other things, like 
art projects and reading lots of books.” 

Every day winds down with a couple 
of good books at the Waller house. not 
a television sitcom. 

Unfortunately, studies are showing 
that reading is being passed over in 
favor of easier forms of entertainment 
like television, videos and Nintendo. As 
a result, those children who spend lots 
of time watching television are slack- 
ing off at school. 

If a child is watching more than 
three hours of television a day, his read- 
ing proficiency may suffer. 

The 
Education 1994 Reading Report Card 
for the Nation and States compared 
reading scores for fourth graders and 
found that scores dipped for children 
who watched four to five hours of tele- 
vision each day. And, children who 
watched six hours of television a day 
had even lower scores. 

Just 20 minutes of reading can help 
these kids bring up their scores dra- 
matically. A University of Illinois study 
of fifth graders showed that the top 10 
percent of students surveyed said they 
read at least 20 minutes a day outside 
of school. 


While young children, like the 
Waller boys, enjoy being read to, read- 
ing rituals tend to stop once a young. 
ster can read. Educators say parents 
need to make the effort to keep their 
kids reading. 

“Study after study shows that stu- 
dents who read outside of school or are 
read to at home do better at school.” 
said Sanborn principal Jade Reitman. 
“Parent modeling is important. You

need to turn off the TV and show kids 
there are other things to do.” 

Reading activates a part of the brain 
that makes children think compared to 
television which is visual. 

“They comprehend the story line 
and content but when it’ s written. you 
have to do all of that reconstruction in 
your mind a scene, a character, 
action,” Dr. Reitman said. “There is 
much less to do in a visual presenta- 
tion.” 

Reading outside of school is heavily 
promoted in Andover schools. There 
are many reading-related projects tak- 
ing place. For example, Sanborn’s read- 
ing incentive program is challenging 
the student body to read 10,000 books 
this school year. Every time a student 
reads a book, they fill out a ribbon and 
attach to a kite tail that is set up on the 
wall of the school’s main corridor. So 
far, the 475 students in kindergarten 
through grade five have read 2,000 
books outside of school. 

“We have a long way to go but we 
are building excitement toward outside 
reading,” Dr. Reitman said.

News for parents of preemies 


One of the most common and con- 
tagious wintertime cold viruses —

* Avoid being around the baby if 
you have a cold or fever. 

* Keep the baby away from crowded 
places. 

* Do not smoke around the baby. 


This RSV season, the availability of a 
new preventive treatment can also 
help protect against this dangerous 
cold virus. RespiGam (Respiratory 
Syncytial Virus Immune Globulin 
Intravenous (Human) [RSV-IGIV]) is 
the first and only medication demon- 
strated to be safe and effective for 
reducing RSV hospitalizations and 
severe complications in high-risk 
babies and toddlers. 


The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration previously cleared for 
marketing RespiGam for the preven-

To discipline children is hard work for

Smart parents also make discipline 
mistakes. 

Discipline is hard work, and no one 
is perfect at it. No matter how strict 
you are or how well versed in the latest 
research into child psychology, wrote 
Pamela Gwyn Kripke in an article in 
the current issue of Redbook, you may 
be making common mistakes — errors 
that can undermine your effectiveness 
as a parent and make your kid feel inse- 
cure as well. 

Making rules is easy. Sticking to 
them can be a battle — one that some 
parents frequently lose. Children at 
every stage of development test the 
boundaries their parents set for them. 
If those limits are Wobbly or nonexis- 
tent, kids don’t feel safe. When you 
make rules, keep them clear, simple, 
and easy to follow. And enforce them. 

Kids know when threats are idle. So 
if you say there will be a punishment, 
follow through with it. To truly teach 
why a behavior is bad, and to drive 
home the message that it mustn’t be 
repeated, link the punishment to the 
behavior. Timeouts aren't always the 
best choice. If every transgression 
brings on a timeout, every transgres- 
sion will take on equal significance. In 
deciding the punishment, Concentrate 
on what you want the child to learn. 
Reasons and expectations do sink in. 

Stand your ground and use short,

clear statements when it comes to 
explaining why their behavior is unac- 
ceptable. Resist the temptation to dis- 
Cuss at great length what you believe is 
not up for debate. Sometimes just say- 
ing “no” is enough. 

Keep yourself out of it. Avoid the 
phrases “I would be so happy if ...” 
Instead, stick to the merits of the 
behavior itself and focus on the moral 
consequences of the child’s actions. 
“Highlight the fact that others are the 
clear victims or targets of the bad 
behavior. Then, tie it into the kid’s own 
experience, saying, for instance, ‘If 
someone did this to you, you would 
feel sad,’” says William Arsenio, Ph.D., 
associate professor of psychology at 
Yeshiva University in the New York 
City borough of the Bronx. 

Don't forget your rules once you 
leave the house. You can’t allow your 
child to do miserable things that will 
only erode the authority you have built

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up. Be prepared to cut it off. You can 
do this without creating an embarrass- 
ing scene. If your toddler or preschool- 
er throws his food and screams in a 
restaurant, for instance, pick him up 
and go outside.

1. Improve your own self- 
esteem. 

- If you are not feeling good about 
yourself, it makes it difficult to provide 
your child with self-esteem.

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f you’re concerned about saving for your 

children’s college education, you’re not 

alone. In a recently released study of col- 

lege savings habits, financing a college 
Savings plan is the number two financial con- 
cern among survey respondents, second only 
to building a retirement savings program, 
according to a nationally-known financial ser- 
vices provider. 

Most parents and grandparents realize how 
important it is to save for college. But many 
put off saving — or don’t save at all — because 
planning a workable program seems compli- 
cated and time consuming. And that is the 
greatest hindrance to success: not getting 
started. Getting started as soon as possible, no 
matter what the level, is the key to success.“As 
a rule of thumb, for every five years you put 
off investing, you may need to double your 
monthly investing amount to achieve the same 
goal. 

How much will you need for a child’s col- 
lege education? According to the College 
Board, right now a year at a public college 
costs an average of $9,649 for tuition, books, 
fees, room and board, and personal expenses. 
At a private college the price is about $20,361. 
Costs have been rising at 5 percent to 6 per- 
cent each year and will probably continue to 
rise. 

There are three essential steps to preparing 
for these costs: 

Define savings goals. First, have a clearly 
defined goal. How much do you hope to save 
by the time your child is 18? Your goal may be 
lower than the actual cost of college, since you 
may want to anticipate other sources of

financing such as loans and scholarships. But 
having a target is essential for effective plan- 
ning. For example, a $100 monthly investment 
earning 8 percent return for 18 years can 
grow to $46,918 when today’s newborn 
reaches college age. 

Choose the right investment. How you 
allocate your investments among different 
investment categories (stocks, bonds, and 
cash) will depend on your attitude toward risk 
and how much time you have to invest. Over 
time, stocks have outperformed all other 
types of investments, though they have 
greater risks and price fluctuations than other 
investments. If you have many years to invest, 
you may be able to afford to take on more risk 
and assume a high level of investment in 
stocks and stock mutual funds. With fewer 
years ahead, you may want to adopt a more 
conservative strategy with fewer stocks, or no 
stocks at all. One of the biggest mistakes many 
people make is being overly conservative 
when their child is young. 

Choose the right kind of account. For 
example, if you’re opening an investment, 
should it be an account held in your name or a 
custodial account that becomes your child’s 
when they become an adult? With an account 
in your name, the assets remain legally yours 
and your child may be eligible for more need- 
based financial aid. In a custodial account, 
depending on a minor’s age, you may get tax 
benefits on income earned in the account but 
it may limit the amount of financial aid avyail- 
able to your child.

If your child is newborn to age 
eight: Try not to be overly concerned 
if the amount you can invest isn’t 
enough to reach your total goal: getting 
Started is the most important thing. To 
help your money grow look for a sav- 
ings vehicle with as wide a variety of 
investment choices as possible, low 
minimum investment amounts, and no 
fees. 

If your child is eight to 13: Talk 
with your child about the need to save 
for college and help the child develop 
his or her own savings account for this 
purpose. You should also consider 
moving funds into more conservative 


investments (for example, -shifting 
toward a more balanced portfolio of 
stocks, bonds, and fixed income secu- 
rities). 

If your child is older than 13: 
Consider shifting out of stock-oriented 
investments and into a more conserva- 
tive investment strategy with fewer 
stocks, or no stocks at all. Investigate 
home equity loans — the interest on 
these loans may be tax deductible, 
making them a cost-effective source 
for college funding.

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f you’re concerned about saving for your 

children’s college education, you’re not 

alone. In a recently released study of col- 

lege savings habits, financing a college 
Savings plan is the number two financial con- 
cern among survey respondents, second only 
to building a retirement savings program, 
according to a nationally-known financial ser- 
vices provider. 

Most parents and grandparents realize how 
important it is to save for college. But many 
put off saving — or don’t save at all — because 
planning a workable program seems compli- 
cated and time consuming. And that is the 
greatest hindrance to success: not getting 
started. Getting started as soon as possible, no 
matter what the level, is the key to success. “As 
a rule of thumb, for every five years you put 
off investing, you may need to double your 
monthly investing amount to achieve the same 
goal. 

How much will you need for a child’s col- 
lege education? According to the College 
Board, right now a year at a public college 
costs an average of $9,649 for tuition, books, 
fees, room and board, and personal expenses. 
At a private college the price is about $20,361. 
Costs have been rising at 5 percent to 6 per- 
cent each year and will probably continue to 
rise. 

There are three essential steps to preparing 
for these costs: 

Define savings goals. First, have a clearly 
defined goal. How much do you hope to save 
by the time your child is 18? Your goal may be 
lower than the actual cost of college, since you

financing such as loans and scholarships. But 
having a target is essential for effective plan- 
ning. For example, a $100 monthly investment 
earning 8 percent return for 18 years can 
grow to $46,918 when today’s newborn 
reaches college age. 

Choose the right investment. How you 
allocate your investments among different 
investment categories (stocks, bonds, and 
cash) will depend on your attitude toward risk 
and how much time you have to invest. Over 
time, stocks have outperformed all other 
types of investments, though they have 
greater risks and price fluctuations than other 
investments. If you have many years to invest, 
you may be able to afford to take on more risk 
and assume a high level of investment in 
stocks and stock mutual funds. With fewer 
years ahead, you may want to adopt a more 
conservative strategy with fewer stocks, or no 
stocks at all. One of the biggest mistakes many 
people make is being overly conservative 
when their child is young. 

Choose the right kind of account. For 
example, if you’re opening an investment, 
should it be an account held in your name or a 
Custodial account that becomes your child’s 
when they become an adult? With an account 
in your name, the assets remain legally yours 
and your child may be eligible for more need- 
based financial aid. In a custodial account, 
depending on a minor’s age, you may get tax 
benefits on income earned in the account but 
it may limit the amount of financial aid avail- 
able to your child. 

Here are some tips that may help:

If your child is newborn to age 
eight: Try not to be overly concerned 
if the amount you can invest isn’t 
enough to reach your total goal: getting 
started is the most important thing.

Your child’s health: Children need more exercise

and teens do not receive any physical 
education from their schools, accord- 
ing to a recent survey conducted by 
Louis Harris and Associates for the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
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Prevention (CDC) and the 
International Life Sciences Institute. 
Lack of exercise can lead to obesity, 
a major public health problem, even 
among children. One quarter of 
American children are obese, meaning 
they have more than 32 percent body 
fat for girls and 25 percent for boys. 
Moreover, obesity in children, as in 
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adults, is strongly linked to the devel- 
opment of diabetes and heart disease 
later in life. Also, many obese children 
become obese adults. 

The CDC study found that many 
obese children also have obese par- 
ents, while children of athletic parents 
also tend to be athletic. So, parents

who set a g00d example can help their 
children maintain exercise habits that 
will have lifelong benefits. 

There are many Opportunities for 
children to exercise. Many schools 
offer intramural or team sports such as 
soccer. There are scores of Opportuni- 
ties outside of school, for example, 
Little League, local YMCAs, and other 
community programs. If a child doesn't 
want to join a competitive program, he 
can simply walk, bicycle or roller skate 
to get adequate exercise. 

The important thing is to do some- 
thing regularly. It can be difficult to 
begin an exercise program, but when 
you consider the potential health haz- 
ards of obesity and the benefits of fit- 
ness, that difficulty pales. 

Some kids might complain they 
haven't enough time to exercise 
because of homework or because they 
lack talent. Parents should “just say no” 
to excuses and emphasize that exercise 
is as important as homework and 
should be part of their child's daily rou- 
tine. 

How much exercise is enough? For 
older kids, physicians recommend at 
least 30 to 40 minutes of vigorous aer- 
obic exercise, five days per week, 
which can be accomplished through 
soccer or swimming programs, for 
example. It's wise to Stay away from 
weight training and long-distance run- 
ning until children are at least 15 years
